John Allen, who acted as moder­ 
ator, praised the official reports on 
economy measures that had been 
placed in effect and complimented 
the town on its improved financial 
condition, all of which had be­ 
come possible, stated Mr. Allen, 
by the cooperative spirit on the 
part of the individual officials. The 
* 
resolution read as follows: 
“Be it resolved by the electors of 
Wheeling township, assembled in 
annual town meeting, this 2nd 
day of April, 1940, that the town- 
* 
ship herewith recognizes the ef­ 
ficient services of the township 
officers and the town board and 
their accomplishments 
of the 
past year that have brought 
about economy measures, con­ 
served assets of the town and 
have placed the financial affairs 
of the township on a sound busi­ 
ness basis.** 
A 1940 tax levy amounting to 
$8;900, was authorised by a unanim- 
* 
oils vote of those present. 
Reduce Relief Costs 
Relief 
in 
Wheeling 
township 
during the past year cost a total 
of $27,000. Eleven thousand dol­ 
lars of that money came from the 
* 
local tax payers. The remaining 
$16,000 came from the state gov­ 
ernment, which in turn got its 
money from the 3 # sales tax paid 
by citizens here and everywhere 
else in the state. 
The reduction in 
relief in the 
township is $3,000 under last year. 
*. 
The cost of 
administration has 
been cut in half. 
Gilbert J. Klehm who is relief 
supervisor in Wheeling township 
# 
is publishing in this issue a com­ 
prehensive relief report. It clearly 
* 
shews where, for what purposes 
4 the relief money of the township 
was expended. No names are men­ 
tioned in the report but the amount 
expended for food, rent, fuel and 
clothing is clearly shown in dol­ 
lar* abd cents. It is interesting to 
note that practically 70'i of the 
relief money goes for food while 
17**, is needed for re n t Fuel is 
thiid with 99U It costs as much to 
keep the relief families in good 
physical condition with gas, light 
and water as it docs to pay the 
debtor to get them well after they 
are taken ill. Both accounts were 
in the neighborhood of $800. 
Overhead cost of administering 
the relief was only $1,668, which 
♦ it practically half of the previous 
year. 
The greater part of that 
savings is in the salaries paid to of­ 
fice employees, which amounted to 
* 
about $600 for each of the two en­ 
gaged in that work. Office rent is 
$20 a month.

Klehm Issues 
Annual Reports 


Electors in attendance 
at the 
Wheeling town meeting Tuesday 
afternoon had the unusual experi­ 
ence of receiving a financial report 
of the current year with the ac­ 
companying statement that all bills 
paid and no outstanding 1939 war­ 
rants, except those held as secur­ 
ity for loans that have placed the 
township on a cash basis for the 
first time in many years. 
Supervisor Klehm, with the as­ 
sistance of the towm board of au­ 
ditors has also been able to re­ 
duce during the year outstanding 
obligations about $2,000. 
It was about a year ago that 
the town board of auditors, com­ 
prising C. M. Behrens, 
William 
Weber and Wm. Kopplin in con­ 
junction with Supervisor Gilbert 
Klehm, Town Clerk, Howard Helm, 
took over the financial 
reins of 
township affairs. Among their first 
acts was the appointment of E. F. 
Laurin as auditor and Hugo J. 
Thai as attorney. 
Among their 
subsequent acts were the authori­ 
zation for the sale of tax anticipa­ 
tion warrants in blocks thereby se­ 
curing the funds with which the 
township could pay all bills in cash 
—something that had not been pos­ 
sible for many years. 
With such a sct-up the credit of 
the township was raised to a par 
with that of other taxing bodies. 
The 
financial 
report 
su b m it^ 
Tuesday at the town meeting is 
the ftrst authentic report showing 
names of persons to whom towm 
orders were issued, that has been 
possible in the last ten years. Such 
reports which appear in this issue 
of the Herald are worthy of the 
attention of all tax payers. 
The report of 
the 
.supervisor 
show’s expenditures of $13,000 for 
the year which closed March 26. 
Over $1200 of this amount was ex­ 
pended in payment of tax warrants 
for 1936 and prior years. There 
still remains unpaid for those years 
$2,333.86 
which 
Mr. 
Klehm 
is 
working off as fast as delinquent 
tax receipts are received for their 
respective years. It is interesting 
to note that all of the 1938 tax 
warrants (except an unlocated $25) 
have been paid. There is nearly a 
t h o u s a n d dollars outstanding 
charged to the year 1937, but delin­ 
quent taxes are expected to retire 
the majority of 
such warrants 
during the coming year. 
Supplementing his official report 
at the towm meeting Tuesday aft­ 
ernoon, Mr. Klehm reported tax an­ 
ticipation warrant account as fol­ 
lows:

Is a cocktail bar a necessary ad­ 
junct to a bowling alley? 
Pete 
Varnak, who recently purchased 
the Harris & Oltrogge recreation 
building 
at 
Arlington 
Heights, 
does not intend to answer that 
question himself. He is going to 
leave it up to the Dowlers them­ 
selves. 
Mr. Varnak will install a num­ 
ber of conveniences in the building 
and there will hardly be room for 
a cocktail bar. 
However, if the 
bowlers want a bar it can be ar­ 
ranged. 
The new ow ner realizes that Ar­ 
lington Heights has less bowling 
leagues than any 
other towm in 
this vicinty. The sport is not pop­ 
ularized in Arlington the way it 
is in some other towns of less size. 
There is no church league, or other 
similar groups. Pete puts part of 
the blame on the crowded condi­ 
tions at the alleys. There is little 
accommodation for the ladies nor 
are there dressing or locker rooms. 
The convenience of the bowlers is 
going to be the first thought of 
Mr. Varnak. The operation of a 
bar is secondary. Tile new’ owner 
has title to the building, nut as yet 
has no control of the alleys or the 
present bar. 
His acquisition of 
either of these is problematical. 
However reports of the enlarging 
of the building are without founda­ 
tion. He intends to first see for 
himself how’ big a demand exists 
for a modern bowling alley in Ar­ 
lington Heights anc no extensive 
building plan will be attempted the 
coming summer.

Klehm stated at the 
town meeting Tuesday that he ex­ 
pected to retire during the present 
year practically all of such war­ 
rants. 
Road and Bridge Funds 
The road and bridge funds have 
not passed through the hectic ex­ 
perience of the town funds and 
there have been funds to pay the 
bills of the current years. No tax 
warrants have been issued during 
the past year for road purposes 
and there was $647 on hand April I. 
Road Commissioner Cloice Weider 
has done an excellent job in con­ 
serving his funds and accomplish­ 
ing the most possible on his roads. 
As a working road commissioner he 
has been able to save the township 
considerable money. The report of 
his department is self explanatory. 
Mr. Weider saved $1,000 in cus­ 
tomary charges for hauling stone, 
by operating the town’s own truck. 
That saving is sufficient to pay 
for the truck the first year. 
Purchases Truck and Land 
Included in the expenditures of 
the road and bridge 
account arc 
several charges that have become 
capital aglets. A contract was en­ 
tered into for the rental-purchase 
of a model A Ford six-wheel dump 
truck on w’hich a total of $440 has 
been paid. After making a final 
payment of $145 on June I, 1940, 
the truck will become the property 
of the township. 
The same procedure is being fol­ 
lowed in the purchase of the ground 
on which the township garage is 
located. 
An addition to original 
building costing $496.16 has been 
erected and paid for. This build­ 
ing gives the township machinery 
storage 40x40. 
A monthly rental of $10 a month 
is being paid for an acre of ground. 
When the rental payments amount 
to $395, the town will 
own the 
tract. 
Increase in Assets 
The report of E. F. Laurin, town­ 
ship auditor, places the increase in 
assets for the year: town fund. 
<2,099.01; road and bridge fund 
$1,660.00.

Maine and Schaumburg 
town­ 
ships are the only ones in north­ 
western Cook county that did not 
levy taxes for township or relief 
purposes. Maine tow’nship still has 
a sufficient nest egg to cover ail 
probable

bodied man unless he works it out 
for one of the taxing bodies. 
Old time farmers in Schaumburg 
township can understand why the 
township is again able to omit the 
levying of a relief or a town tax, 
but some of the new farm owners 
from Chicagoland can not under­ 
stand how it is done. The newcom­ 
ers expressed their surprise at the 
annual town meeting Tuesday aft­ 
ernoon. After hearing the financial 
reports of Supervisor Bftngsten 
and other business transacted at j 
the meeting they had a lot more 
respect for the bushless sagacity 
of the old time farmers, who can 
not only make their farms pay, but 
know’ how to keep taxes down. 
‘‘We have over $5,000 in town 
funds,” stated Mr. Pfingsten, “We

Autoist Killed Near 
Arlington; Failed 
To Keep On Own Side 


A verdict 
of accidental death 
was returned by a coroner’s jury 
in the death of Ernest Laws, 42, of 
Rockford, in a collision on Higgins 
rd., a mile 
east 
of Arlington 
Heights rd. Lawson collided head 
on with a truck and trailer of a 
transfer company at IO o’clock Sun­ 
day morning when he failed to re­ 
main in his own lane of traffic. He 
succumbed almost immediately. 


Lawson, a solicitor for a Rock­ 
ford transfer company, was return­ 
ing to his home, according to an in­ 
vestigation held at the Lauterburg 
and Gelder undertaking parlors in 
Arlington Heights, Monday morn­ 
ing. As he approached a transfer 
truck, driven by Arthur Ceynowa, 
lie gradually edged into the truck’s 
lane of traffic. Ceynova blew’ his 
horn, applied his brakes and finally 
turned into the opposite lane to 
avoid hitting him. 
Lawson’s car 
also turned back and the two ve­ 
hicles came together about the time 
when Ceynova had 
stopped his 
truck. He was exonerated at the 
inquest of any blame in Lawson’s 
death. 
There were no witnesses to the 
accident, but investigation by the 
county highway police appeared to 
establish his account of the acci­ 
dent.

Mayor Flentie presented to the 
individual board members Monday 
evening estimated figures of the ob­ 
ligations that face the board today 
and what will accrue within the 
next few months. The figures were 
rather startling and the board will 
talk them over. 


Police collection of business li­ 
censes has brought desired results. 
Fifty-nine collections have been 
made, which has netted the village 
$620. 
Fine receipts have amount­ 
ed to $169 since last report. 
A one way radio tuned to the 
county station has been installed 
in the police car. 
Bills and payroll approved Mon­ 
day night totaled $1588.49. 
While discussing ways to cut ex­ 
penses, Mayor Flentie 
reported 
that nearly a thousand dollars a 
year could be saved by turning off 
street lights at one o’clock. 
Appointment of the members of 
the zoning board was delayed until 
the complete list could be announc­ 
ed. One of the proposed members 
is unable to accept the apointment 
and another must be secured. 
It will cost over $400 to repair 
the present street 
truck. 
A new’ 
truck would only cost twice that 
amount with a possibility of a 
good allowance for the old one. The 
aldermen decided to delay purchase 
of a new- truck until the*fall, mak­ 
ing as few repairs as necessary. 
Routine reports comprised other 
business brought before the board 
that evening.

the destiny of men to that of beasts. 
“ Whenever the clergy buries the 
truths of retribution after death 
to verbose discussions of war and 
government and politics,” the the­ 
ologian 
continued, 
“people 
lose 
their keen sense of 
right anti 
wrong*. 
By destroying the Scrip­ 
tural promise of heaven and sub­ 
stituting false doctrines of an un­ 
conscious survival after death, they 
destroy the strong conviction of 
security that only the Scriptures 
offer.” 
Dr. Maier, whose 
correspond­ 
ence with his radio 
audience has 
totaled more than 12,000 letters in 
a single week, said one of the ques­ 
tions most frequently usked him is: 
“Will we know our loved ones in 
heaven?” The radio evangelist an­ 
nounced the addition of stations in 
Venezuela and Columbia to the 
Lutheran Hour broadcast and re­ 
ported the receipt of letters from 
listeners as far away as New Zea­ 
land.

I cake compressed yeast 
t x/ i cups lukewarm water (HO F.) 
(potato water, if desired) 
Y i cup shortening (part butter 
for flavor) 
Y z cup sugar 
I V t tsp. salt 
Crumble your yeast into a bowl. Add % cup of your lukewarm 
water. Cream the shortening in a mixing bowl, add the sugar and salt 
gradually and cream thoroughly. Blend in the mashed potato. 
Next blend in the well beaten eggs into the yeast mixture. Now 
combine the yeast mixture and the creamed mixture. Add the remain- 
j mg lukewarm water. 
THE KIND OF POTATOES MAKES A DIFFERENCE 
Now add most of the sifted flour gradually—mixing it in thor­ 
oughly. Ifs getting pretty stiff by this time, so you’ll have to use 
your hand to work in the rest of the flour. You will have enough flour 
when the dough no longer sticks to the mixing bowl and it is possible 
to handle it. The kind of potato used makes a difference in the amount of 
flour needed. So don’t worry if you find that you have to use as mueh 
as 7A& cups of flour before you have your dough at the right con­ 
sistency. 
KNEAD ON LIGHTLY FLOURED BOARD 
Knead this dough on a lightly floured hoard until ifs smooth and 
elastic. Round the dough up and place it in a greased mixing bowl to 
rise. Cover it with a damp cloth to keep it from developing a top 
“crust”. Keep the dough at 80 to 8.7° F. (it should always feel cool 
to the touch) until it has doubled its bulk. That will be about 2 hours. 
TODAY’S ROLLS 
Now’ punch this dough down. Take out the amount you want to 
make up right away into rolls for today. Let this dough for today’s 
rolls rise again until al»«ut double in hulk. It will take 
about 45 min­ 
utes this time. Shape it into rolls and place them in a lightly greased 
baking pan. Cover them with a damp cloth, and allow them to rise 
until double in bulk 
about 45 minutes. Now they are ready to bake 
for 15 to 18 minutes in a hot oven (425° F.). 
TO KEEP DOUG II 
In the meantime round un the dough that you are not using right 
away and return it to the gr< a rd Unvi to put in the refrigerator. Rub 
the surface of this dough thai is ro be kept with soft butter. Cover 
it tightly with a double thickness of waxed paper, then 
place a damp 
cloth over that. Place it in tin refrigerator until it is ready to use. 
The temperature of the refrigera *>r should be 50° F. or lower. 
Dampen the cloth occasionally when it becomes dry, and if the 
dough rises, punch it down. 
WHEN FRESH ROLLS ARE DESIRED 
When fresh rolls are des red. remove the dough from the refrig­ 
erator, cut ort' the amount need I ar^l r turn the rest to the refrigerator. 
Let the dough you have cut oh stand on the mixing board in a warm 
room to “come back”—ala ut I to 2 hours- before shaping it krto 
rolls. Then shape your rolls ann place them in the lightly greased 
baking pan. Proceed exactly as you did with the rolls you buked the 
day you made up the dough.

be valueless, as she could never 
hold her following long enough to 
put over her program,” she says. 
Mrs. Roosevelt feels that women 
have a long way to go in other fields, 
as well. Admitting the unfairness 
of such a condition, nevertheless, 
she points out that in many cases 
a woman to hold a certain type job 
must do that job better than any 
man would have to do it. That wages 
and salaries are usually lower for 
a woman than for a man for com­ 
parable work, she says, may in part 
be attributed to the women because 
they accept the situation and accept 
the lower wages. 
Thorough awareness of political 
power has not as yet struck the 
majority of women, Mrs. Roosevelt 
goes on to say. However, the threat 
of something serious happening to 
homes and to children’s lives may 
finally arouse women to form a 
solid front of political and economic 
protest. 
Such a threat may eventually lead 
to a campaign against war. Such 
a drive, she feels, will most probably 
come from the women of the United 
States, since we are the last great 
nation at peace in the world. She 
continues: 
“It is obvious that American 
women cannot do this alone; but 
throughout the world this might 
prove a unifying interest for women. 
When they get to the point of feel­ 
ing that men’s domination is ruining

their homes, then they will use what- 
ever weapons lie at hand. 
“I think we in this country should 
be prepared for something ox this 
kind. That is why I said that we 
must become more conscious of our­ 
selves as women and of the force 
we might wield if we were ever to 
have a women’s cause. We must be 
careful, however, not to try to wield 
this force for unimportant things. 
If we do, it will split up, for we are 
as individualistic as men in every­ 
day affairs.”

Promise Early Returns 
Of Delinquent Taxes 
To Local Governments 


Country town mayors and presi­ 
dents got direct information on 
operation of the county collector’s 
office and distribution of the money 
to the taxing bodies at the meeting 
of the Suburban Area Association 
on Thursday noon. 
The speaker w as Guy Kelly, head 
bookkeeper of the collector’s office. 
He said that his office was instal­ 
ling equipment whicft would be in 
operation by May I and by virtue 
of which it would be possible to 
give all of the 389 taxing bodies in 
the county a monthly statement 
and a check for their share of col­ 
lections. A few’ years ago the vil­ 
lages and cities of the county were 
lucky to get their share in semi-an­ 
nual payments. 
Several other facts were brought 
out by questions by Association 
members. The county is holding 
large quantities of money that 
might be distributed to the* towns 
when pending legal objections are 
cleared up. In many cases refunds 
were ordered on previous levies 
after most of the money had al­ 
ready been sent to the municipal­ 
ity. As a result the county is ac­ 
cumulating this money from that 
coming in for delinquent bills. The 
hope was unanimously expressed 
that the pre-adjudication bill would 
be passed by next legislature. 
The costs of the quadrennial as­ 
sessment has also resulted in a 
unique problem. Many of the very 
small tax bodies have found that 
their entire levy was not enough to 
meet their share of costs. It is a 
charge of s cents per piece of real­ 
ty in the area covered by the ta x -11 
ing body.

agreed upon fee for their services 
in the amount of $750.00. 
Two representatives of the com­ 
mittee, at the request of the Chair­ 
man, and the approval of the Hoard, 
interviewed Lybrand, Ross Broth­ 
ers and Montgomery, regarding the 
audit reports. Our reception by the 
accountants was very cordial and, 
a fte r a g reat deal of discussion, 
we learned th at the time required 
to r the completion of 47 certified j 
reports of the various assessm ent J 
funds, in sum m ary form, would 
cost a sum fa r in excess of $750.00, 
and, after a brief analysis of the 
work involved, the committee feels 
they are justified in their estimates j 
concerning the cost of the comple- 1 
tion of the audits. 
They submitted for our examina­ 
tion their time sheets, recording 
the time required in supervision 
and compilation of the two sample 
audits submitted to the Hoard, and 
on a per diem basis the cost was 
approxim ately $800.00. 
While it is true th at a substan- 
! tial amount of this tim e was re­ 
quired for the establishment of 
j certain routines and formulas, it | 
I was reported to us that the actual 
cost applicable to trie two complot- J 
cd audits was $450.00. Obviously, 
the cost of completing the balance 
of the audits would De grossly in 
excess of the Village pocket book, j 
During the period of our investi­ 
gation, wre had heard certain re­ 
ports that reflected unfavorably 
on the form er Village attorney, 
and in order that we could look a t 
him in a fair and equitable m an­ 
ner, we arranged a conference with 
him and the Village auditor, result­ 
ing in the production of legal pa­ 
pers evidencing that the imposition 
of the judgm ent on the Village was 
not exercised through default or 
nonappearance of counsel for the 
Village, hut was agreed upon by 
counsel because a t that time he was 
of the opinion that there was no 
defense against the charges that 
the

mingled funds, and he advised the 
Hoard regarding this situation, in­ 
form ing them of the eventual re­ 
sult, that is, a judgm ent in the 
amount of $11,416.00, which was 
imposed on the Village under date 
of November 28, 1939. 
We are pleased io report that the 
auditor advised us that a t the pres­ 
ent time the Village Treasurer is 
segregating collections applicable 
to payment of interest and princi­ 
pal on Special Assessment bonds, 
as required by statute, and that in 
his estimation the accounting rec­ 
ords of the Village and methods 
used appear to be adequate, from 
an accounting standpoint. 
We were also advised by the au ­ 
ditor that the preliminary work 
compiled by accountants for the 
Village, on the assessment bond ac­ 
counts, was completed and that it 
is possible to determine from these 
work sheets data required in p a r­ 
tially 
or wholly combating 
the 
pending lawsuits. 
The Committee is informed that 
a meeting was held sometime ago 
a t tho Lions’ club, composed of the 
mayor, the village 
trustees, 
the 
sureties and their attorney. 
At 
this meeting it was made known 
that the Albers’ judgment togeth­ 
er with the bonds involved in said I 
suit could be purchased for the sum j 
of $8,500.00. 
A suggestion was ! 
made th at the practical .solution of ! 
the Albers’ judgment would be the j 
purchase by the sureties 
of the 
judgm ent and the Donds involved. 
After some discussion, the sureties 
upon the advice of their attorney, 
refused to confider such a purchase. 
At a meeting composed of a m a­ 
jority of the committee and the I 
sureties and their 
attorney, the j 
committee was advised, through the 
sureties’ attorney, th at the sure­ 
ties had no intention of attem pting 
to evade any liability there may 
be existing or arising from tile ex­ 
ecution by them of various bonds 
on Village officials. 
To .support 
this statem ent, the attorney said 
that none of the assets of these in­ 
dividuals, or the sureties, had been 
conveye d and th at they did not con- j 
template any such action. 
The attorney for the sureties 


said th at in his opinion the ques­ 
tion of liability on the individual 
sureties was a m atter of law and 
th at he felt it would be to the bene­ 
fit of both his clients and the Vil­ 
lage, if possible, to make a com­ 
promise with the Village for the 
purchase of tile bones that were in­ 
strum ental in bringing about the 
present litigation, and therefore a 
meeting was arranged with the Vil­ 
lage officials for t lie purpose of ef­ 
fecting a plan. 
Hie result of this meeting, so 
we are advised by the Village Ad­ 
ministration, was that they declin­ 
ed consideration of any such plan. 
Ah we have heretofore mentioned, 
it is not our desire to criticize nor 
is it our duty to recommend what 
action, if any, should be taken on 
behalf of tile VTI Iago, in connection 
with the present litigation, hut 
merely to state the facts as we have 
found them. 
We tru st the foregoing will be 
enlightening to the tax payer# and 
that they will become sufficiently 
interested in m atters of the Vil­ 
lage to attend more frequently the 
monthly Village Hoard meetings. 
Although the Committee is with­ 
out power to make any recommend­ 
ations, we have noted in the course 
of our investigation the decided 
lack of interest shown by the tax 
payers in civic affairs. It is entire­ 
ly possible that this altitude may 
have been one of the contributing 
factors th at brought 
about 
this 
condition. 
We make one sugges­ 
tion in tho nature of a recommend­ 
ation, which might be a safeguard 
for the future, that is the form a­ 
tion of an association 
composed 
principally cf property owners of 
this community, who would be in­ 
terested in and who would perhaps 
assist in the administration of Vil­ 
lage affairs. Thus, enabling a clos­ 
er relationship and a greater under­ 
standing between Village officials 
and the tax payers.

The Hays code, by which produc­ 
ers must regulate their pictures, 
censors morals but not ideas and 
is the last word officially on what 
will and will not be acceptable to 
the public, Miss Hamman writes. 
However, the public’s word is the 
most final, in that it controls the 
box office which is the vital, life 
blood of the industry. 
America is singularly free from 
narrow censorship of political sub­ 
jects.
